coherent sentences at lorg intervals. 


He hade farewell to those gathered 


abcut him during the period of his 
greatest strength shcrtly after five 
o'clock. 
After that he rested easily 


a id waited the coming of the call of 
death as calmly ai though it were but 
another call to fie stage. 


His daath occurred in a larga room on 


thes;condfl)or of "TheEaef,"the room 
n which he has spent tha greater part 
of his time during the warm, balmy 
days of the Florida winie.-s. A great 
landscape window opened to the sea, 
aid here he had sat at his easel during 
tbe hours he devoted to placing upon 
canvas the scenes that had lured him 
to Florida. Tie windows were thrown 
wide open and he lay with l.is eyes 
turrel seaward until the film ol' death 
had c'ouded them.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The presi- 


dent has made some extremely un- 
fortunate 
appointments 
recently. 


That some few unworthy ones will 
secure recognition among the great 
number of selections which a prasi- 
dent is compelled to make-is inevitable, 
but when such accidents Irappan in 
the selection of men for life positions 
on the federal bench it is an occasion 
of regret for everyone interested in 
the welfare of the nation. Taking 
the appointees of President Roosevelt 
as a class they are so much, above the 
averfga tha1; it is only fair to assume 
that he means to confer public office 
only on men worthy of preferment, 
but if ttai be his intention he Is 
occasionally badly imposed upon and 
he should tske heed arid never again 
listen to the recommendations of the 
m>n 
responsible for his mistakes. 


That he does listen to men whom he 
knows have tried to foist upon him 
aid upon the public service unworthy 
officials is probably the reason for his 
mistakes. 


The latest appointment made by the 


president is that of ex-Governor At- 
kinson, of West Virginia, to the vacancy 
on tha court of claims causad by the 
death of Judje Weldon. The general 
eomrrent of those who know Mr 
Atkinson, the place to which ho has 
been appointed, and who ara willing 
to speak frankly, is that he is "a 
chsa? man for a highly responsible 
position." Those who know polities 
and who seek the reason for the presi- 
dent's being misled in this instance 
will find the cause without trouble. 
Mr. Atkinson was endorsed by the two 
senators from West Virginia. In fact 
it is generally b slieved that Mr. Atkin- 
son owes this endorsement to the fact 
that he withdrew from the last sena- 
torial contest in his sla'e in favor of 
Senator Seott who desired to return to 
the senate for which, he is so illy 
fitted.

Mr Atkinson. The powe: to confirm 
him lies with the senate alone, but 
there are no charges to be preferred 
aga'.nst the ex governor.

What seriously concerns the public is 


the nttcr want of ethical considera- 
tions in these conflicts.

But legis'a 
tive interference in this species of war 
fare, instead of ni;nding matters, is 
apt to increase the evil by obstructing 
lha legitimate operations of trade. Tie 
only remedy (* very lemote one, per- 
aaps) is in cultivating the moral senti- 
ments until men come to regard with 
abhorrence this species of trade w 
(are and all concerned in it. When 
Gates, with his ruthless methods of 
astailt, ecims to be generally and 
properly regarded as having attained 
but a little batter stage of ethical 
development than the painte 1 savage 
with his pike and spear there will b> 
an end of such scenes as that in the 
wheat pit last week without anv need 
ff legislative enactment.
